Nazis May Ask: Death 


Packers Given 
10-Cent Raise 


WINNIPEG, (CP)—Threat of a 


strike by packinghouse 


workers across Canada was averted Tuesday night with the 
signing of a wage agreement between union employes and 
Canada Packers and Burns and Company. 
The third large packing company involved in the wage 
differences, Swift Canadian Co., Limited, is continuing 


negotiations with the union. 


It was learned these discus- 


sions are proceeding ‘‘satisfactorily,” and that an agreement 


may be reached shortly. 


Announcement of the settlement with two of the companies 
was made by Mr. Justice Richards of Winnipeg, government- 
appointed conciliator in the dispute whieh began a year ago. 

The agreement calls for a wage increase of 10 cents an 
hour for employes in the plants of the two companies. 
Union officials said they had ‘no doubt” this would be 


accepted by all locals. 


The differences between the company and the union began 
last fall when employes were granted an increase of 6.8 percent 


in pay.

Appeal against 14-day jail terms 
in connection with violence in the 
Alberta Farmers’ Union non- 
delivery strike will be made in 
supreme court Oct. 10 by four men 
convicted on a total of 13 charges 
at St. Paul Sept. 28. 


Statements on the appeal have | 


been filed by Stan Ross on behalf 
of Victor Tessier, Richard Fritze, 
R. Bartholomew and Adam _ Ska- 
koon, who were convicted in St. 
Paul police court by Magistrate 
Fortier was their 
barrister at St. Paul. 

Mr. Justice O'Connor has signed 
bail orders for the men, setting 


them free on $1,000 bond until the | 


hearing. 

The four men are claiming im- 
proper metheds in their trial. 
They claim they were refused 
sufficient adjournment by Mag- 
istrate Pitre, thereby preventing 
the making of a full answer or 


defence to the charges. They also | 


claim the charges failed to disclose 
any offence as alleged. They submit 
the magistrate failed to act 
judicially to the prejudice of the 
accused, 

They also claim the magistrate 
took into account and considera- 
tion facts, allegations and circum- 
Stances which had not appeared in 
evidence “but which the mag- 
istrate had obviously obtained out- 
side the hearings,” and which were 
to the prejudice of the accused. 

Tessier was sentenced to 14 days 
in jail on each of five charges 
of unlawfully and wrongfully using 
personal violence to prevent Didier

Say Staley Read 
Reports of Murder 


CALGARY, (CP)—Trial of Donald 
|Sherman Staley was delayed Tues- 
}day as a “trial within a trial” was 
| conducted to determine the admissi- 
bility of his alleged confession made 
to Vancouver and Calgary police at 
Lethbridge jail. 

Chief Justice Howson in supreme 
‘court ruled that no reports on the 
evidence given at the trial within 
a trial were to be published. The 


jury was excluded. 

From the time of Donald Goss’ 
death until Staley was arrested by 
city police, Staley showed a marked 
interest in newspaper reports of 
the case, Frank H. Saunders, a for- 
mer companion, testified earlier. 

Staley used to read aloud to him 
from the newspaper when he, 
Saunders, returned from his work 
at a restaurant early in the morn- 
ing, witness said. He also comment- 
}ed upon the case from time to time. 

“I noticed a difference in his 
voice,” said Saunders. Usually, he 
| explained, Staley’s voice was low, 
but when reading of the Goss mur- 
|der it became tense and higher in 
pitch. When a suspect known as 
“Paul,” was picked up by police, 
jaccording to reports, Staley re- 
marked that “Paul” wasn’t the man | 
and that the police were “looking 
for an old fellow.” 

While the two were rooming to- | 
}gether in Vancouver, before com- | 
{ing to Calgary, Saunders said, he 
saw what he took to be a paring 
| knife in Staley’s possession, It had 
a light brown handle, about as long 
as the blade. 

Little Donnie Goss, six, was slash- | 
}ed with a knife.

Sentenced to Die 


WASHINGTON, (AP)— Hanging 
Goering and the other top Nazis 
for war crimes won't set any record, 
in numbers. 

They're just a round dozen of 
Nazis, even if the Allies catch Mar- 
He was sentenced in 
absentia and may be dead already 

Since the United States army 
occupied the American zone of Ger- 
many in 1945, 231 other Nazis have 
been sentenced to death, of whom 
at least 55 already have been fin- 
ished off, 

The army sent 28 to the gallows 
last May for the death of more 
than 3,000 persons in the Dachau 
concentration camp. Another 43 
have been condemned for the 
slaughter of 900 United States war 
prisoners and Belgian civilians in 
the battle of the bulge 

(Up to date, the United States 
army's record for executions was 
established in 1862 at Mankoto, 
Minn. There the army hanged 39 
Indians for a massacre at a white 
settlement.) 

Carrying out the execution otf 
Goering and his teammates will be 
up to the four-power control coun- 
cil, made up of Britain, the United 
States, Russia and France. 

So all four countries may have a 
hand in executing the war criminals 
although, since the trial was held 
at Nuernberg which is in the Ameri- 
can zone, the United States army 
may get the job. 

The United States army, trying 
to be thorough about everything, 
didn’t overlook hanging, even dur- 
ing the war. 

For the benefit of commanding 
officers whenever the need arose, 
the army’s provost marshal general's 
office put together a little booklet 
called “Procedure for Military Exe-

Predict Shortage 


Of Milk Bottles 


By John Bird 
OTTAWA, The Canadian Glass 
shortage is causing anxiety in 
quarters far beyond those concerned 


with liquor bottles, for example 
among milk distributors, But the 
shortage of milk bottles while ser- 
jous, is not likely to develop as 
quickly as did the whisky bottle 
dearth. 


The reason is that milk bottles, 
like pop bottles and beer bottles 
are customarily: returned to the 
distributor. Nevertheless breakages 
are high and the “life” of a milk 
bottle has been estimated as low 
as eight trips to and from the dairy. 


Producers have to count on con- 
stant replenishment of bottle) 
stocks, 


Due to the shortage of soda ash, | 


because of the strike at Ambherst- 
berg, where Canada’s only soda ash 
factory is located, Consumers 
Glass of Montreal has closed down, 
while Dominion Glass is reported 
to be “making do” with salt cake 
as a substitute for soda ash. This is 
understood to have proven a reason- 
able substitute for soda ash in mak- 
ing amber glass but is not satis- 
factory for clear glass used for most 
foods and milk.

Both Edmonton City Dairy and 
Northern Alberta Dairy pool re- 
ported their present bottle supply

|ments of new bottles, manufact- 
ured with a substitute for soda ash, 
on the way. “We were told, however, 
it would be our last shipment,” said 


Russel Stanley, manager of the 
Dairy Pool. 
More immediate effects of the 


bottle shortage are felt by the drug 
industry, which, according to of- 
ficials, has exhausted its stock of 
prescription bottles. A. H. Rolley of 
the Alberta National Drug Co. Ltd 
said Wednesday although the 
shortage had been anticipated and 
as many bottles as possible ob- 
tained, stocks were now depleted.

Schacht Charges 


NVERNBERG, (AP)— Hjalmar 
Schacht, freed of war crimes charges 
by the international military tri- 
bunal, told reporters Tuesday night 
there appeared to be “neither laws 
nor free opinion” in occupied Ger- 
many today. 

Schacht appeared with the other 
two acguitted German leaders, Hans 
Fritsche and Franz Von Papen, at 
a turbulent press conference, and 
was asked whether he now expected 
to be tried by a German court. 


The belligerent Nazi finance wi- 
zard replied that in the days be- 
fore Hitler “there were laws and 


free opinion,” but that “there ap- 
peared to be neither laws nor free 
opinion now.” 

Conference in Uproar 

At this point the conference broke 
into an upriar. French and Belgian 
correspondents shouted and yelled 
and scrambled about. 

The conference broke up 
minutes later, with Schacht 
ing to sell his autograph, which 
some French correspondents were 
asking, in return for chocolate“for 
my children.” 

Be‘ore the conference became 
pandemonium, Schacht said he 
hoped to go to his family and dis- 
appear, “where the press would 
never find me again.” 

Once the smoothest talker of Nazi 
diplomacy, former foreign minister 
Von Papen was outshone in the 
conrerence by Hans Fritsche, for- 
mer deputy propaganda minister. 

Both Von Papen and Fritsche 
said they had been confident of 
acquittal, but Fritsche admitted he 
was surprised.

Fritsche touched off another up- 
roar when he announced he hoped 
to go before a German court now, 
and vindicate himself in the eyes of 
the German people.

There is no question about 
been the main factor in slowing the indust- 
rial machinery. Labor disputes have been 
not only the main factor, but almost the sole 
cause of the slow-down. The demand has 
been abnormal at home and abroad. Scarcity 
of buyers had nothing to do with the slack- 
ened output of goods. 

For whatever it may be worth as a guide 
to future industrial policies, Canadians have 
shown that the labor dispute which ends in 
closing down a plant has no rival in throttl- 
ing production. Faced with an unpreced- 
ented need of numberless classes of goods at 
home, and an unlimited demand for many 
kinds abroad, we have blasted both these 
opportunities by stopping the wheels in 
one area after another. Nobody can ever 
say that we don’t know how to keep oursel- 
ves poor in things which constitute real 
riches ; nor how to keep our foreign trade 
from growing. 

These industrial dead-locks have brought 
loss of wages and hardship to many thous- 
ands of wage earners directly. But in- 
directly they have done many times more 
harm in the aggregate. 

They have halted the establishment of 
returned men in civilian life by denying the 
tools, materials and supplies necessary td

They have doomed thousands of families 
to spend the coming winter in cramped and 
unsanitary quarters, by refusing materials 
and equipment with which to build new 
houses, or to even complete houses already 
under way in every large centre across the 
Dominion. 

They have made living harder than it 
was in wartime, and harder than there was 
any need of it being, by increasing and in- 
tensifying the scarcity of consumer goods, 

They have prevented Canada taking ad- 
vantage of the biggest chance it ever had 
to expand its trade abroad and secure a firm 
footing in foreign markets. They even 
threaten at the present moment to blocik 
the filling of contracts made with outside 
buyers, 

_ No country emerged from the war with 
clearer promise of plentiful employment, 
expanding trade, a high standard of living, 
and lasting prosperity. And no covstry 
has made poorer use of its opportunities. If 
Canadians had conspired together to let 
competing nations move into world markets 
and consolidate themselves, while we live on 
short rations at high prices, we could hardly 
have chosen a more effective mode of pro- 
cedure. 

Isn't it time we found and adopted some 
way to settle industrial disputes without stal- 
ling the machinery of production, making 
conditions harder for ourselves, and handing

Deliveries of oats from Aug. 1 to 
Sept. 27 were 21,467,971 bushels 
against 20,453,225 bushels a year 
ago, Barley deliveries were 23,639,-

Export clearances of Canadian 
wheat for the current week totalled 
2,800,000 bushels, an increase over 
the average of 1,900,000 bushels for 
the present crop year but lower than 
the average of 7,400,000 bushels for 
the corresponding period a year ago.

Says Small Group 
Is Fostering War 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Elliott 
Roosevelt says in a book out Tues- 
day that his father, the late pres- 
ident Roosevelt, tried to ensure 
peace for generations but that it 
“is fast being lost.” 

He says the road charted by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt “has been 
most grievously—and deliberately 
—forsaken.” 


Nowhere mentioning President 
Truman, Elliott strews the blame 
among: 

The “government,” the “striped 
pants” career men in the state de- 
partment whom he says his father 
never trusted, “reactionaries” in 
congress, 
solely in their professional futures 
and “the press that heroically con- 
tends for freedom of irresponi- 
bility.” 

It was the United States and 
Britain, not Russia, Elliott says, 
“who first shook the mailed fist.” 
They were the first, he says, to 
abrogate collective decisions with 
Russia and China. 


He contends that a “small group 
of willful men in London and 
Washington are anxious to create 
and foster an atmosphere of war 
hatred against the Russians.” 

Yet, says the son of F.D.R., the 
British-Russian-American 


stone of peace. He adds: 

“Franklin Roosevelt chiselled that 
keystone and set it in place; a 
great many men have since been 
chipping away at it, hoping that it 
will next moment crumble.” 


Noted B. C. Jurist 
Dies in Vancouver 


VANCOUVER, (CP) — Hon. W. 
A. Macdonald, 86, retired justice of 
the supreme court of British Col- 
umbia, died at his home here Tues- 
day night. He suffered a heart at- 
tack. 

Born at St. Catharines, Ont., he 
came west in 1883, and became one 
of western Canada’s best-known 
barristers and political warriors 

He was a former member of the 
Manitoba legislature heading the 
Conservative opposition in 1893 in 
the days of Sir Clifford Sifton. For 
some years he lived at Brandon. 

Later Mr. Justice Macdonald 
moved to Nelson, B. C., where he 
a leading figure in the 
Kootenays, coming to Vancouver in 
1909. 

He was appointed to the bench 
in 1913, serving in the supreme 
court until his retirement 13 years 
ago.

To Other Strikes 


By John Bird 
OTTAWA. — Once settlement is 
effected in the steel strike, the 


key to settlement of the small but 
immensely important strikes in 
soda ash and salt plants appears 
to lie in negotiations now under 
way in the Chrysler Motors dis- 
pute at Windsor and Chatham, 
Ontario. 

The reason for this is that the 
chemical factory workers at 
and Windsor belong 
to the United Automobile Workers’ 


union, C.C.L., as do the Chrysler 
workers, and not to a chemical 
workers’ union, as might be ex- 
pected. This is partly due to 


proximity—Amherstburg is roughly 
15 miles from Windsor—and partly 
to a complicated history of 
unionization among chemical work- 
ers in Canada, 

(As a result, one C.1.0, chemical 


union was refused affiliation with 
the C.C.L. because its Canadian 
leadership was regarded as Com- 
munist-dominated, 

Progress was made in_ the 
Chrysler negotiations in which L, 
W. Brockington is acting as indus- 
trial disputes commissioner, At a 
meeting in Toronto the United Auto 
Workers agreed to permit the 
supervisory and clerical staff to 


pass through picket lines and re- 
sume work. 

Recent wage negotiations are 
understood to have centered around 
demands for a 12-cent hourly in- 
crease, the union having declined 
to accept nine cents. There is some 


| speculation here as to whether the 


auto workers now will hold out for 
a 13-cent hourly increase, on the 
model of the steel settlement, 
though labor department officials 
resist the notion that the steel 
settlement, or any other settle- 
ment, can set a rigid pattern for 
all industry.

The quality of our 
blood is affected by it. Iron is 
fairly widely distributed through 
foods but the following items in 


our diet are especially fine soure- 
es: Liver oatmeal, spinach, lean 
meat, greens, egg yolk, and dried 
peas and beans. 

When vegetables and fruits are 
cooked in water the mineral con- 


tent is greatly decreased, much of 


it being poured off with the wat- 
er, Try to cook these food items 
in as little water as possible or 
with no water.

A.F., of Edmonton, and now engin- 
eer in charge of diesel engine cours- 
es at No. 8 C.V.T. at Red Deer cover- 
ing a new type of carburetor he has 
invented. 

The new device has been tried out 
in the Red Deer training centre for 
several months and has_ proven 
satisfactory.

This carburetor is different from 
any other in that it is very simple) 
and has no parts to wear out.
